Prospects  Bright 
For  Better  Puma 
Football  Future 

Despite  their  partly  unsuccessful 
season  to  date,  the  Pumas  of  St. 
Joseph’s  College  have  given  their 
supporters  many  signs  of  en¬ 
couragement  for  the  future. 

The  Pumas  have  only  four 
graduating  seniors  on  the  squad, 
and  about  half  of  the  squad  mem¬ 
bers  are  freshmen.  Many  of  the 
first-year  men  have  shown  definite 
promise  of  developing  into  ex¬ 
cellent  football  players.  With  this 
year’s  experience  behind  them, 
these  youngsters  may  help  to  im¬ 
prove  the  football  fortunes  of  St. 
Joe’s. 

One  of  the  outstanding  features 
of  this  season  was  the  victory 
over  St.  Amrose,  which  was  the 
first  in  St.  Joe’s  history.  The 
Pumas  defeated  the  Bees  14-7  in 
the  opening  game  of  the  season, 
with  Quarterback  Bill  Zimmer 
supplying  all  of  the  stioring  points 
for  the  Collegeville  boys. 

The  Pumas,  riddled  with  in¬ 
juries  all  season,  did  not  have 
much  luck  with  the  big,  experienc¬ 
ed  squads  from  Butler  and  Val¬ 
paraiso.  Valpo  defeated  St.  Joe’s 
in  the  second  game  of  the  season, 
45-7,  and  the  Bulldogs  dampened 
the  St.  Joe  Homecoming  festivities 
somewhat,  by  inflicting  a  47-13 
loss  on  the  Pumas. 

In  their  losses  to  Indiana  State, 
Ball  State  and  Evansville,  the 
Pumas  exhibited  spurts  of  offen¬ 
sive  and  defensive  brilliance.  In¬ 
diana  State  had  to  overcome  a 
14-7  first  half  Puma  lead,  going 
on  to  beat  St.  Joe’s  23-14. 

After  a  scoreless  first  half,  the 
Aces  of  Evansville  scored  three 
times  in  the  final  quarter  to  gain 
a  26-6  victory;  and  Ball  State’s 
Cardinals  defeated  St.  Joe’s  14-6, 
despite  the  Pumas’  outstanding 
defensive  play. 

The  Collegeville  boys  kept  St. 
Norbert  scoreless  until  the  last 
four  minutes  of  the  game  at  West 
DePere,  Wis.,  still  ending  with  a 
gratifying  12-7  victory  over  the 
Green  Knights. 

As  of  this  writing,  the  Pumas 
have  yet  to  attempt  to  improve 
their  season  record  in  a  tilt  with 
DePere,  Wis.,  and  Lewis  College 
of  Lockport.

It  is  a  tough  prob¬ 
lem  because  of  its  very  impor¬ 
tance,  and  because  of  the  stiff 
competition  of  other,  more  im¬ 
mediate  financial  concerns. 

With  this  important  problem 
in  mind — and  with  the  idea  of  a 
good,  enthusiastic  student-body 
nucleus  some  twelve,  fifteen, 
twenty  years  from  now — St. 
Joseph’s  has  worked  out  the  plan 
whereby  parents  can  enroll  their 
sons  now,  and  pay  for  their  St. 
Joseph’s  education  while  they  are 
growing  up. 

The  “layaway”  education  plan 
is  simple — and  as  easy  as  can  be 


on  the  parent,  friend  or  relative 
who  is  looking  toward  the  child’s 
future.  The  boy  can  be  enrolled 
with  the  payment  of  any  amount 
of  money.  The  fund  can  be  added 
to  at  the  convenience  of  the 
parents;  they  are  not  committed 
to  any  certain  amount  or  any 
frequency  of  payment.  All  the 
money  is  put  aside  for  the  future 
student’s  tuition,  room  and  board. 
It  cannot  be  withdrawn  for  any 
other  purpose;  but  in  event  of 
death,  it  will  be  returned  to  the 
parents. 

The  plan  has  many  merits,  not 
the  least  of  which  will  be  the 
strong  feeling  of  satisfaction 
which  will  accompany  the  act  of 
doing  something  about  a  problem 
which  always  is  lurking  in  the 
back  of  parents’  minds.

latest  innovations  for  the  econom¬ 
ical  production  of  milk,  is  now 
occupied  by  the  Holstein  herd. 

The  plant,  which  was  designed 
and  constructed  by  the  St.  Joseph’s 
staff,  incorporating  ideas  of  the 
dairy  experts  at  Purdue  Univer¬ 
sity,  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  most 
modern  and  up-to-date  in  the 
state.  In  its  operation,  milk  is 
piped  directly  from  the  milking 
machines  to  the  coolers  and 
pasteurizer,  never  touched  by  open 
air. 

On  December  5  and  6,  after  all 
equipment  has  been  thoroughly 
tested  by  usage,  an  “open  house” 
will  give  all  those  interested  a 
chance  to  see  and  hear  about  the 
various  phases  of  the  operation.

Fr.  Gilbert  Esser 
Promoted  by  Army 

Father  Gilbert  F.  Esser,  ’18, 
professor  of  Latin  at  St.  Joseph’s, 
is  now  a  Lieutenant  Colonel  in 
the  U.  S.  Army  Reserve.  A  letter 
from  President  Eisenhower,  re¬ 
ceived  on  Oct.  1,  officially  con¬ 
firmed  the  promotion. 

Fr.  Esser,  who  was  first  com¬ 
missioned  in  1935,  attained  the 
rank  of  captain  in  1941.  During 
World  War  II,  he  served  first  as 
regimental  and  then  as  assistant 
division  chaplain  for  the  79th  In¬ 
fantry  Division.  Later  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Replacement 
Depot  System  and  spent  two 
years  overseas,  returning  to  the 
United  States  in  1946  as  a  major. 

During  the  past  summer,  Fr. 
Esser  received  wide  recognition 
in  his  parish  at  Medaryville,  Ind. 
The  town  celebrated  its  centen¬ 
nial,  and  he  was  asked  to  write 
the  history  of  the  town.  It  was 
published  under  the  title,  “The 
Tale  of  One  City,”  as  a  souvenir 
of  the  centennial. 

An  historical  pageant  was  also 
prepared  for  the  celebration  by 
Father  Esser.  The  people  of  the 
parish  served  as  actors  for  the 
pageant,  which  was  witnessed  by 
hundreds  of  people.

later,  Vice  Officialis  of  the  arch¬ 
diocesan  court,  secretary  of  Arch¬ 
bishop  McNicholas  and,  while  in 
Rome  in  the  1930s,  secretary  to 
the  late  Cardinal  Marchetti-Sel- 
vaggiani. 

He  was  elevated  to  the  rank 
of  Papal  Chamberlain  during  his 
stay  in  Rome,  and  became  a  Do¬ 
mestic  Prelate  in  1945. 

Born  in  Covington,  Ky.,  April 
25,  1895,  Msgr.  Heyker,  after 

attending  school  at  St.  Joseph’s 
College,  studied  philosophy  and 
theology  at  Mt.  St.  Mary’s  Sem¬ 
inary  and  was  ordained  in  St. 
Peter’s  Cathedral  by  the  late 
Bishop  Francis  W.  Howard  of 
Covington  on  June  6,  1925. 

Msgr.  Heyker  leaves  a  brother 
Brother  Robert  T.  Heyker,  S.J., 
of  Sacred  Heart  Novitiate,  Mil¬ 
ford;  and  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Ronald 
Jeanmougin  and  Mrs.  Marie  Ellig, 
both  of  Cincinnati. 

Burial  was  in  St.  Joseph’s 
Cemetery,  Eighth  and  Enright, 
Cincinnati.
